F arm ers who grew m ore than 
15 acres of w heat—even though 
they have allotm ents of loss than 
15 acres—should understand that 
their wheat will be subject to m ar­ 
keting quotas this year. 
In an effort to avoid m isunderst­ 
anding .about how much wheat on 
these farm s would bo subject to 
a m arketing quota penalty, we wish 
to give this explanation of how 
the “ excess acres’’ will be deter­ 
m ined. The excess acres, in turn, 
will be used in computing the farm 
m arketing excess on which a m ar­ 
keting quota penalty will be level­ 
ed. 
In the case of a farm with more 
than 15 acres of wheat, where the 
farm had a w heat acreage allot­ 
m ent. but the grower did not com­ 
ply with it. the “ excess acres’* 
would be those in excess of the 
farm acreage allotm ent. For ex­ 
am ple, a farm with a 17-acre allot­ 
m ent. with 20 acres classified as 
wheat acreage in 1954, would have 
an excess o.f three acres. A farm 
with an eight-acre allotm ent, with 
*17 acres of wheat for 1934, would 
have 9 acres in excess However, 
a farm with an eight-acre allot­ 
m ent. with only 15 acres of wheat 
for 1954, would have no w heat sub­ 
ject to m arketing quotas and no 
penalties would be due. 
A farm without a w heat acreage 
allotm ent, with more than 15 acres 
of wheat in 1954, would have the 
entire w heat acreage considered 
‘excess’ wheat acres. Growers who 
exceed their farm wheat acreage 
allotm ent will not be eligible for 
price supports at the 90 per cent 
oT parity rate available to coopera­ 
tors.

But most experts agree that 
we’ll have to spend at least that 
much in the next 10 y ears on our 
highway s. 
Because of the importance at­ 
tached to our road needs, a Nat­ 
ional Highway Conference will be 
held in Washington December 8- 
9 under the sponsorship of the 
Chamber of Commerce 
of 
the 
United States. 
It is expected that the confer­ 
ence will develop definite recom­ 
mendations as to how our high­ 
way program should be financed, 
what the role of the Federal gov­ 
ernment should be in supply ing 
funds for highway construction, 
and what should be done about 
proposals for giving the states 
exclusive jurisdiction over taxes 
on gasoline and oil. 
In preparation for the December 
conference, Chamber staff experts 
have begun exploratory studies in­ 
to all phases of the complex high­ 
way problem.

Chamber advocates the limiting 
of Federal highway aid to roads 
used primarily for traffic in in­ 
terstate commerce or those which 
are vital to our national secur­ 
ity .

WASHINGTON UP — The army 
said today Sen. McCarthy <R-Wis> 
disclosed restricted information—a 
violation of law—when he released 
excerpts from an intelligence re­ 
port on Siberia. 
McCarthy showed reporters pho­ 
tographic copies of 70 pages of the 
75-page document on Wednesday, 
contending it smacked of “clear 
cut Communist propaganda.” 
McCarthy acted as chairman of 
the Senate investigations subcom­ 
mittee which has been looking into 
army security. 
In a statement, the Army said 
that the document was intended 
for limited distribution to intelli­ 
gence officers “ to develop under­ 
standing of the Soviet people which 


will be militarily useful in case of 
w ar.” 
“ It is obvious,” the statement 
continued, “That the necessary in­ 
struction of officers and men in 
this field cannot proceed without 
attempting to enter the mind and 
thought processes of the Soviet ci­ 
tizen.” 
The Army statement conended 
McCarthy had witheld from his 
releases sections which would have 
made clear the document was not 
Communist propaganda. 
It said the conclusion, on pages 
74 and 75 of the original document 
declared in part that the soviet 
citizen lives and works almost like 
a convict.

Excess Acres Under 
Wheal Quotas Explained 


F arm ers who grew more than 
15 acres of w heat—even though 
they have allotm ents of less than 
15 acres—should understand that 
their wheat will be subject to m ar­ 
keting quotas this year. 
In an effort to avoid m isunderst­ 
anding about how much wheat on 
these farm s would be subject to 
a m arketing quota penalty, we wish 
to give this explanation of how 
the “ excess acres” will be deter­ 
mined. The excess acres, in turn, 
. will be used in computing the farm 
m arketing excess on which a m ar­ 
keting quota penalty will be level­ 
ed. 
In the case of a farm with more 
than 15 acres of wheat, whore the 
farm had a wheat acreage allot­ 
m ent. but the grower did not com­ 
ply with it, the "excess acres” 
would be those in excess of the 
farm acreage allotm ent. For ex­ 
am ple. a farm with a 17-arrc allot­ 
m ent. with 20 acres classified as 
wheat acreage in 1954. w ou ld have 
an excess of three acres. A farm 
with an eight-acre allotm ent, with 
*17 acres of whe at for 1954 would 
have 9 acres in excess. However, 
a farm with an eight-acre allot­ 
m ent, with only 15 acres of wheat 
for 1954, would have no wheat sub­ 
ject to m arketing quotas and no 
penalties would be due. 
A farm without a wheat acreage 
allotm ent, with more than 15 acres 
of wheat in 1954. would have the 
entire wheat acreage considered 
‘excess’ wheat acres. Growers who 
exceed their farm wheat acreage 
allotm ent will not be eligible for 
price supports at the 90 per cent 
oT parity rate available to coopera­ 
tors.

School at Benton are not used 
for the purpose of maintaining 
free public schools and that such 
use of said funds is unlawful. It 
necessarily 
follows 
that 
such 
transportation of said students at 
the expense of the (school) dis­ 
trict is unlawful and must be en­ 
joined. We express no opinion on 
any issue not directly decided 
herein.” 
In view of the McVcy decision 
the Department of Education met 
many problems relating to trans­ 
portation of pupils 
to 
private 
schools. Hubert Wheeler, Commis­ 
sioner of Education, asked Attorn­ 
ey General Dalton for opinions 
as to how’ state funds could be ap­ 
portioned legally for school trans­ 
portation. 
Wheeler’s problems grew out of 
amendments made by the 1939 
General Assembly 
to 
Sections 
165.140 and 165.143, w’hich perm it­ 
ted use of state funds for pupils 
attending private schools, contrary 
to the state’s constitution. 
Amendment to 165.140 provided: 
“that this section shall include 
pupils attending private schools 
of elementary and high school 
grade except such schools as are 
operated for profit.” 
Amendment to 165.143 gave pri­ 
vate school support as follows: 
“And provided further that for 
the transportation of pupils at­ 
tending private schools, betw’een 
the ages of six and tw’enty years, 
where no tuition shall be payable, 
the costs of transporting said pu­ 
pils attending private schools shall 
be paid as herein provided for 
the transportation of pupils to 
public school.” 
In view’ of the state constitution 
and the supreme court’s decision, 
Attorney General Dalton’s opin­ 
ion held the legislative amend­ 
ments to the two sections had been 
null and void since enactment. 
Thus the various county boards 
of education and the state board 
of education have no legal basis 
for allowing use of state funds 
to transport pupils to and from 


private schools. 
However, the Attorney General 
held it would be legal and proper 
for school boards 
in 
districts 
where private school transporta­ 
tion was provided the last school 
year to make application for state 
aid based on the num ber of pu­ 
pils to be 
conveyed 
to 
public 
schools, this year, and excluding 
those 
transported 
to 
private 
schools. 
* 
In another opinion, w’ritten up­ 
on request by William M. Hun- 
gate, Prosecuting Attorney of Lin­ 
coln county, Mr. Dalton said there 
was no authority in law to per­ 
mit a school district to enter in­ 
to a contract for the transporta­ 
tion of pupils to a private school, 
although the pro rata cost of 
transportation might be paid by 
the private school pupils so trans­ 
ported. 
However, in still another opin­ 
ion, written upon request of Rep­ 
resentative F. E. 
Robinson 
of 
Knox County, Attorney General 
Dalton cited a method that might 
help solve the 
private 
school 
transportation dilemma 
through 
private enterprise. 
Mr. Dalton held that “A pri­ 
vate individual 
who 
contracts 
w’ith a school district for the 
transportation of 
public 
school 
children in a 
privately 
owned 
bus and receives pay therefor from 
public funds of the district may 
also contract with the parents of 
individual children or any other 
person, or with a private school 
transportation 
of such 
children 
to a private school, transport such 
children in the same bus used in 
transporting the 
public 
school 
children and receive pay therefor 
from such private individuals or 
private school.”

But most experts agree that 
we’ll have to spend at least that 
much in the next IO years on our 
highways. 
Because of the importance at­ 
tached to our road needs, a Nat­ 
ional Highway Conference will be 
held in Washington December 8- 
9 under the sponsorship of the 
Chamber of Commerce 
of

United States. 
It is expected that the confer­ 
ence will develop definite recom­ 
mendations as to how’ our high­ 
way program should be financed, 
what the role of the Federal gov­ 
ernment should be in supplying 
funds for highway construction, 
and what should be done about 
proposals for giving the states 
exclusive jurisdiction over taxes 
on gasoline and oil. 
In preparation for the December 
conference, Chamber staff experts 
have begun exploratory studies in­ 
to all phases of the complex high­ 
way problem.

Chamber advocates the limiting 
of Federal highway aid to roads 
used prim arily for traffic in in­ 
terstate commerce or those which 
are vital to our national secur­ 
ity. 
Government highway policy will 
come up for study in Congress 
next year when the Federal aid 
to highways program is rew rit­ 
ten.

That’s how much 
we waste in gas, oil, brake lin­ 
ings, rubber and time because 
we’re driving 1953 vehicles on 
1923 roads.
